1 am directed by tho Governor to stale, in 
reply, tbat be flnda hiuifiell nnnble lu agree 
with yoQ ou either of these two causes of 
objection. lie regards it as highly desir- 
able, for many reaaoop, that tbo operation 
ot such a measure should not be limited, to 
tbe appoiatmditlb'of •Goldntal<'8ebf^tam'A 
lorney General and Cdm'mlsal^ner'brLands 
aod Works, and be believes that when tbe 
priocipla and eOeot of tbe moaaare are beis 
ter understood the pnblic leoso of tho oa 
teasity, both for justice and prudence in tbe 
sdmioistratioQ ot affaire, will cause tbo pro- 
priety of tbe measure to ba admitted. The
